The explosion of dynamite in 
churches is at once criminal and 
stupid—perhaps the most stupid 
act yet committed. 

It blows away whatever patient 
effort has been made by those 
who are trying to steer the re- 
gion through this time of travail 
and agony of mind and spirit. | 
The criminal element destroys 
the reputations of all, both they 
who strongly oppose the Supreme 
Court’s policy and those who sup- 
port it. All decent people, of 
whatever opinion, are damaged 
by the burning and dynamiting 
of these churches and homes. 

Whatever Southerners t hink, 
they cannot allow criminals to 
put a criminal’s mask on the face 
of the whole South. 


These criminals do not, by 
their violence, deter any action. 


They rather encourage those de- 
termined to force through the 
court’s decree to attempt a more 
rapid rate than even the court 
itself contemplated. They array 
against the South the indignation 
and strength of all other regions 
and of all those who believe in 
the supremacy of law. 

They are, in truth, trampling 
out the vintage where the grapes 
of wrath are stored. And it will 
not be they alone who will have 
to drink of it. All will taste of 
its bitterness. 


Legal Roadblocks 


Southern leadership originally 
set out, according to its own pro- 
nouncements, to set up legal road- 
blocks to the court’s decree. That 
policy has been reaffirmed. 

None. could oppose their right 
so to proceed. 


Hence it was that there have 
been advanced many laws, a mul- 
tiplicity of plans, and a pro- 
posal of interposition. 

All have been within the legal 
framework. 

They were delaying tactics, and 
were so admitted to be. 

In some states the leadership 
frankly has said that when one 
plan is overturned they will erect 
yet another for the courts to act 
upon. 

This is entirely within their 
right. The very Constitution which 
has been interpreted as forbid- 
ding segregatioh in public places 
on the basis of color, race or 
religion, equally guarantees them 
the right to use the last resort 
of law. 

It is entirely possible this poli- 
cy of.delay may endure across 
a number of years. It will be 
condemned by many, applauded 
by others. But, so long as it is 
within the framework of the law 
it cannot be denied, though it be 
criticized. 

But those who dynamite or burn 
churches and homes; who endan- 
ger the lives of the wives and 
children of ministers serving 
those churches, are destroying the 
South. There is no way to avoid 
this harsh fact. 


Law Enforcement 


Thé trouble would seem to be 
that in'some areas some of those 
in the busimess of law enforce- 
ment are hot interested in pre- 

venting such violence. Yet, it 

must be apparent that if the es- 
tablished leadership does not ap- 
prehend and punish those guilty, 
they will bring down upon the 
‘whole South the moral condem- 
nation of the nation. Whatever 
the South’s true answer is, it will 
be lost in the sound of. explosive 
blasts and the crackle of flames. 
Let none deceive himself on this 
issue. Those who are in charge 
of the South must halt the de- 
struction of churches and proper- 
ty and punish the guilty. Those 
who array themselves on the 
wrong side of a moral issue not 
merely end up in defeat, but in 
bitterness and ruin of spirit. 

But, above all, the South can- 

_not afford, now or in the future, 
to permit the evil and wicked to 
say “We are the South.” 

At a time when the South is 
saying to the nation, * ‘You must 
understand our position,’’ it can- 
not afford to have the criminal 
element drown out their words 
with the destruction of places of

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13—The 


Eisenhower administration will 
open tomorrow the critical phase 


of its campaign for congressional 
backing for the President’s use of 
military force at his discretion 
against any Communist lunge in 
the Middle East. 


The Senate Foreign Relations 
and Armed Services Committees, 
sitting jointly, will open their 
hearings with Secretary of State 
Dulles as the first witness. The 
Senate is traditionally the deci- 
sive arena in Congress on high 
foreign policy matters. 


The outlook tonight, as it was 
privately estimated in the highest 
and most responsible democratic 
and republican Senate quarters, 
was this: 


1. The Senate would be more 
critical and more searching in its 
inquiry into the new policy than 
would be the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 


2. Senate hearings—and these 
will go forward during the week 
concurrently with resumed hear- 
ings in the House—were likely to 
require two weeks. 

3. Senate debate itself was like- 
ly-to ryn to or past the middle of 
February. 

4. The Senate was unlikely in 
the end, however, to put any real 
hedge about the President’s re- 
quest for congressional approval

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New Road Program 
Requires Full Speed 


State Highway Board Chairman Roger 
Lawson has disclosed that legislation will 
be introduced in the new Legislature to 
speed up acquisition of rights-of-way 
through condemnation proceedings. 

The proposed measure would permit 
political subdivisions, cities and counties 
presumably, to obtain rights-of-way at 
certain times upon filing of a declaration 
of taking and the placing of a deposit of 
money in court. This would by-pass the 
present lengthy process of condenmation 
through the power of eminent domain. 

Some such measure would seem abso- 
lutely necessary if the state is to be able 
to use all the funds allotted to it in the 
next 13 years under the new federal 
interstate highway program. Unless the 
program moves rapidly, it will be an 
impossible task and much money will be 
wasted. 

Georgia is not the only state with such 
problems, however. After a survey of 
the 27-billion-dollar program in _ the 
nation, the New York Times reports: “The 
nation’s most ambitious road-building 
program in history threatens after six 
months to become as snarled as the traf- 
fic jams it is aimed at relieving.” 

Rising costs, tight money, rights-of- 
way gouging, red tape at all levels of 
government, protests by towns against the 
limited access features, shortages of ma- 
terials and equipment and higher prices 
because of demand, political promises, 
shortages of engineers—these and many 
all 


others are apparently common to 
states. 
There is grave danger work cannot 


be carried out on schedule and that the 
problems mentioned above will make the 
cost far higher than was anticipated. 
Every method possible must be explored 
to speed it up and to overcome petty 
obstacles. In Georgia and the nation, the 
job is far behind schedule. After six 
months, fewer than 400 miles of inter- 
state roads have been let to contract on 
the 41,000-mile system. 

As 1956 ended, there were 65,275,000 
motor vehicles registered in the nation. 
By 1975 at least 100 million buses, cars 
and trucks will be competing for road 
space. All of this means that the program 
is not just a boondoggle but an absolute 
necessity. It cannot be drawn out. 

Chairman Lawson hits at one of the 
big problems with the rights-of-way leg- 
islation. We in Atlanta know the difficul- 
ties in that because of experience on the 
Expressway system. If these are magni- 
fied into the whole statewide interstate 
system, the job will never be done. Let 
the state profit by Atlanta’s example.

Folks Help Each Other 


In Vanceville Section 


Down in the Vanceville community of 
Tift County the people apparently believe 
more in looking after their own than in 
turning to some agency for help. 

Take the case of the widow’s tobacco 
barn that burned. About 20 men from 
Vanceville and nearby areas got together 
recently and built her a new one. It took 
about two days. A similar project was 
carried out in 1955 on an adjoining farm. 

Mechanization and the rush of modern 
living have nearly abolished such com- 
munity efforts as barn raisings, work- 
ings, log rollings, etc. Maybe it would be 
a good idea to revive them instead of 
looking for federal handouts.

Curing Mental Illness 
Stops Other Ailments 


Georgians concerned about the grave 
problem of mental illness are encouraged 
by two recent developments. 

One is the pledge by Gov. Marvin 
Griffin of support for a home for men- 
tally retarded Negro children. 

The other is the organization at Rome 
of a Floyd County Mental Health chap- 
ter, affiliated with the Georgia Associ- 
ation for Mental Health. The Floyd group 
has started its work with the formation of 
a speakers’ bureau as an education service. 

The next objective is the setting up of 
a mental health and child guidance 
center. 

Establishment of local centers or 
clinics is a primary plank in the platform 
of the state association. 

The results from a mental health clinic 
have been demonstrated at Savannah. 
Since the setting up of a psychiatric ward 
in the general hospital there, there has 
been a reduction of 58 per cent in com- 
mitments to Milledgeville from the Sa- 
vannah area. 

The mental hospital at Milledgeville 
stands in sad and solemn testimony to the 
enormity of the mental health problem in 
our state and to our failure so far to cope 
with the problem. 

Formation of local chapters like the 
new one at Rome is only the beginning 
of the attack on mental illness—the seri- 
ous mental and emotional disturbances 
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which affect almost 350,000 men, women 
and children in the state. 


Tied to those disturbances are the 
climbing rate of juvenile crime and de- 
linquency, divorce and desertion and al- 
coholism.

South Carolinian Asks Calmness, Humility 


And No Violence in Settling Racial Disputes 


Greenville, S. C.—After taking a 


thorough course in constitutional 
law I conclude that our highest 
court has written some_ very 


strange decisions. The law is based 
highly on common sense and rea- 
soning; our court has departed 
from the law as the basis for its 
opinions. 

In 1941, long before law school, 
I was appointed to the U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point. 
After West Point, I later lived in 
New York City for some 15 or 19 
months. There was no segregation 
in seating on surface buses and 
trains or on subways; this alarmed 
me for a while, until I concluded 
that it was of no consequence on 
which seat a person sat (although 
some people sincerely believe that 
it matters). I concluded at that 
time that they were sincere but 
confused; I still conclude that they 
are confused. 


The real question is where is 
the individual person going? (I re- 
fer not to this temporary world— 
but to the permanent world, which 
all people must spend at one of two 
places!) It is my fixed opinion that 
one’s actions will determine which 
direction he will travel in reach- 
ing his permanent world! 

In this connection, let’s look at 
Matthew 5:9. ‘Blessed are the 
peacemakers.”’ If we contribute to 
violence caused by those whose 
actions indicate that they do not 
believe in the Sermon on the 
Mount, are not we, too, then guilty 
of violence? 

Let me add that I was raised 
on the farm and some of the 
best people I have ever known 
were local, God-fearing colored 
people, who lived simple (not con-

fused) lives. Christ lived the same 
sort of life. More humility sur- 
rounded His entire earthly life 
than most of us, white or colored, 
possess. He was born in a stable, 
wore clothes of a peasant and trav- 
eled on a donkey.

Murder on the Highways 


Legislature’s Responsibility 


Although the idea appears somewhat hard to put over, if we had to 
choose the one most important topic the Georgia General Assembly 


could tackle in 


this year’s session, 


the topic would be murder. 


Murder, the murder of more than 1,000 Georgians on the state’s streets 
and highways presents a problem in waste, money, tragedy and pain. 


We do not feel the full impact of 
this terrible slaughter because it 
is stretched out over a year of 
newspaper reports, some big as on 
holiday weekends and some small, 
lost in the rush of other news. 

Killing one or two persons at 
a time doesn’t jar the front pages. 
But if a ship or a train wreck 
killed 1,000 persons in a swift 
tragedy, the event would go down 
as the accident news story of the 
decade. 

Safety campaigns, editorial com- 
ments and occasional drives seem 
futile despite the fact that percent- 
age points accumulated over the 
years do indicate that driving ac- 
cidents, per each million miles of 
driving, are declining gradually. 

Highway murder has become a 
legislative problem simply because 
it is too widespread to be handled 
by any agency with no legal au- 
thority and no statewide organiza- 
tion. The Legislature has the State 
Highway Patrol, an effective acci- 
dent-prevention organization if it 
is given the men and the tools to 
do the job it can do—must do. 

A matter of $500,000 to one mil- 
lion dollars, less than one-third of 
1 per cent of the state's predicted 
1957 revenue, would add 50 to 100 
men to the patrol. 

Manpower is required to police 
the roads, to deal harshly with 
driving law violators, to keep traf- 
fic moving, to urge dawdlers to 
move along and permit the high- 
ways to carry their-full capacity 
of people. Enforcement cuts down 
on accidents, That’s been proven. 

Enforcement and swift punish- 


ment prevent the idiot driver from 
expressing his foolish impulses be- 
hind the wheel of a car. 

The General Assembly has yet 
to comprehend the seriousness of 
our highway death toll and does 
not yet realize its own responsi- 
bility. If and when the representa- 
tives and senators of this state do 
become conscious of the important 
part they must assume in accident 
prevention, certainly the state can 
afford such a small portion of its 
budget to stop the highway blood- 
bath Georgia experiences year in 
and year out.

reason. Eisenhower wants to go 
just as far as he can to give Con- 
gress a dollar sign, a budgetary 
estimate, over every piece of new 
legislation he seeks. 

By himself looking at the cost 
of whatever the government plans 
to do, he hopes that Congress will 
see the merit of doing the same 
thing. 

This attitude is directly related 
to the President's deep conviction 
that the nation can't defeat the 
insidious enemy of inflation un- 
less, short of endangering our de- 
fenses, the federal government 
keeps from going into debt, he 
put it this way: 

“This danger (of inflation) re- 
quires a firm resolution that the 
federal government shall utilize 
only a prudent share of the na- 
tion's resources, that it shall live 
within its means, carefully meas- 
uring against need alternative pro- 
posals for expenditures.” 

This State-of-the-Union message 
lighted no fires. It was unques- 
tionably on the dull side. It didn’t 
set out to galvanize Congress nor 
to make votes across the country— 
perhaps because that is one com- 
modity which Eisenhower has in 
good supply.

This Southern brand on the party 
was responsible for considerable 
defections of Democrats interested 
in protection of minority rights, in- 
cluding Negroes. They switched to 
President Eisenhower in protest. 
That happened both North and 
South but to an even greater de- 
gree ‘‘at the South’ as Southern 
orators used to put it. 

What Sen. Knowland proposed, 
and what Sen. Johnson now ac- 
cepts, is a change in the famous 
rule in two respects: 

Whereas to impose limitation on 
debate, or cloture, it now requires 
two-thirds of the Senate of 64 mem- 
bers. The Knowland-Johnson revi- 
sion would permit cloture by a 
vote of two-thirds of those actually 
present when.a vote on a cloture 
petition occurs. ‘ 

More important is another fea- 
ture of the Knowland - Johnson 
amendments. Under Rule 22 as it 
now stands, it is possible to fili- 
buster even a proposal to change 
the rules. The Knowland-Johnson 
proposal would make it possible to

apply cloture to limit debate on 
rules changes, 

Throughout the opening skirmish 
on the civil rights and Senate rules 
issue, Sen, Johnson has been most 
adroit in getting the most advan- 
tage possible for his party without 
really committing it very far and 
in diluting credit for the Repub- 
licans, 

He was able to take the Repub- 
lican Senate leader and a majority 
of Senate Republicans along with 
him to quell the rebellion of a co- 
alition of Northern Democrats and 
Republicans who wanted to revise 
the rules so as to make some sense 
and in a way which the Southern 
ers never would have accepted. 

That adventure by the more lib- 
eral wings of each party began on 
the opening day of Congress and 
ended the next day in defeat.

Clubs Seek Mental Health ‘Miracle’ 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 

The Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs hopes the cur- 
rent session of the General As- 
sembly will help change Geor- 
gia’s mental health picture. 

“We are advocating adequate 
facilities for the mentally re- 
tarded and the mentally ill in 
the state,’’ announced Mrs. 
George Doughtie, a member of 
the federation’s legislative com- 
mittee. 


Months of exhaustive research 
has equipped the women for 
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their campaign to iniprove the 
status of the mentally ill. 

‘We'd like to see at least one 
more institution for mentally re- 
tarded children, such as_ the 
Gracewood Institution at Au- 
gusta,””’ Mrs. Doughtie said. 
‘But, meanwhile, we feel there 
is much to be done at Grace- 
wood and at the State Hospital 
in Milledgeville.’’ 


“SPLENDID MEDICAL CARE” 

Mrs. Doughtie and Mrs. James 
Hayes, another member of the 
legislative committee, pointed 
out that patients at Gracewood 
receive “splendid medical 
care.”’ 

“However,” Mrs. Hayes 
added, ‘“‘the institution is ter- 
ribly lacking in equipment and 
trained personnel and attend- 
ants.”’ 

She said there are approxi- 
mately 950 children between the 
ages of 6 and 18 now patients at 
Gracewood, with a “waiting 
list’’ of 500 who need the care 
offered there. 

“Most of the children at 
Gracewood now,”’ Mrs. Hayes 


said, ‘“‘will be there for the re- 


mainder of their lives.’ 

“There is only one attendant 
for each cottage, which houses 
between 40 and 50 patients,’’ she 
continued. 


children in a _ cottage, giving 
them the benefit of more per- 
sonal attention. 

“Teachers are another great 
need at Gracewood,” Mrs. 
Doughtie commented. ‘There 
are only two now, and no speech 
teacher.’’ 

The women reported that the 
new vocational and activities 
building “far surpasses’’ such 


facilities in other states. How- 


ever, they observed, there is no 
equipment for the building—and 
no funds with which to buy it. 

“Playground equipment is an- 
other urgent need,’’ Mrs. Hayes 
said. 

Mrs. Doughtie pointed out that 
the establishment of another in- 
Stitution ‘“‘could work wonders 
for Georgia’s more than 70,000 
mentally retarded people.”’

established near a medical cen- 
ter, for research purposes and 
treatment,’’ she declared, ‘‘that 
number could be greatly re- 
duced.’’ 

Clubwomen have visited Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital where 
they talked with officials, pa- 
tients and doctors to discover 
that “‘there are only 32 doctors 
to meet the physical needs of 
more than 12,500 patients there 
now, and the 1,500 others who 
are on leave from the hospital.”’ 


AVERAGE 12 YEARS 


“The average length of stay 
for patients,’’ Mrs. Hayes said, 
“is 12 years, at a cost of be- 
tween $11,000 and $12,000 per pa- 
tient. 

“In Indiana,’’ she continued, 
“‘experimentation and the use of 
the latest techniques in treat- 
ment cut the average length of 
each patient’s stay to 85 days, at 
a saving of $9,000 per patient.”’ 

The clubwomen feel that utiliz- 
ing treatment with modern tech- 
niques can work the same ‘‘mir- 
acle”’ for Georgia.

Doin’ Something 
About Weather 


People are always quoting Mark Twain's famous, ‘‘Every- 
body calles about the weather but nobody does anything about 
it,”’ statement and although it is a nice epigram, I've often thought 
it was subject to argument. 

Now I know it is. Georgia mountain folks stand eager and 
ready to do something about the weather—in the recording and 
measuring department, that is. Since last week’s piece here 
on how they’re eager to have their temperatures and rainfall 
made public daily through weather reports in the newspapers and 
on the radio, there’s evidently been a swirl of activity in the 
mountains. 


Our Gilmer County correspondent makes the following report: 

1. The local (Ellijay) forestry fire department says it will 
be glad to help without charge. They have radio service to 
Atlanta from their station up here and in all trucks. Reports 
could be phoned from their state office to the weatherman in 
Atlanta. 

®. State Patrol at Blue Ridge, all sheriffs and most city police 
have radios by which reports from Ellijay, Blue Ridge and most 
any town could be sent to state headquarters and phoned to 
the Weather Bureau. 

3. Brasstown Bald, the highest point in the state and one 
from which the Weather Bureau would like to have daily reports, 
now has an Air Force relay station there with the best equipment 
and a staff on 24-hour duty. 


‘The airmen seem bored and have plenty of time for sending 
temperature reports to Dobbins Air Force Base or Ft. McPherson 
for relay by phone to the weatherman,” our correspondent sug- 
gests. “Also, U.S. Forestry Service has both radio and telephone 
service, independent of the Air Force, on Brasstown and a man 
who has little to do but watch for smoke in the area.”’ 

He goes on to point out that temperature data is essential, 
sometimes vital, to military and commercial flying people and is 
desirable to farmers, foresters, travelers, livestock men, hunters, 
campers and nearly everybody else. 

“Month-end or year-end reports from the points mentioned 
in your column are no doubt useful in ways, but seen by few of 
the interested public,” he «concludes. ‘““‘They cannot take the 
place of daily newspaper and newscast reports. lI hope some- 
thing can be done!”’ 


The: U.S. government, even in a money-saving mood, can’t 
help being impressed by the willingness of so many individuals 
and organizations to work for free. So I hope the mountains 
get their daily weather reports made public. 

Apropos of weather, the most interesting reason I’ve seen 
advanced for the failure of many Hollywood marriages is 
that there are so few bitter, cold winter nights when a movie 
couple is forced to stay home around their own fireside. The 
person blaming Hollywood divorces on the weather suggested 
that all that sunshiny stuff out there made minglers and gad- 
abouts out of folks who might get along if they stayed at home 
by themselves enough. 


It's as probable a solution as I've seen advanced anywhere, 
but I won't pursue it further. Mr. .Twain said something else 
about the weather which is not so widely known or quoted as 
the first one I mentioned. 

‘‘Weather is a literary specialty,”’ he said, “and no untrained 
hand can turn out a good article on it.”

A recent study conducted by 
the United States Department 
of Agriculture investigating the 
eating habits of adults at all 
weight levels stressed this im- 
portant fact: ‘‘The popularity 
of high-calorie foods not only 
tends to make some people fat 
—it may also keep other people 
from getting enough protective 
foods.’’ 


When 1,072 Iowa women were 
interviewed to determine what 
foods they had eaten during one 
day, the result showed a con- 
sistent preference for high-calo- 
rie items which were often low 
in nutrients other than fat or 
carbohydrates. 


Fats and desserts, along with 
bread, meat and potatoes, were 
the main foods included. A 
similar survey among women 
in South Dakota revealed that 
sweets and desserts, cereal 
products and table fats sup- 
plied more than 60 per cent of 
the day’s calories. 

AMOUNTS EATEN 

People at all weight levels 
were interviewed. The signifi- 
cant fact was that the main 
diet differences between the 
overweights, normal]! weights 
and the too thin people lay in 
the amounts rather than the 
types of food eaten. Ratios of 
several important nutrients to 
total calorie intake remained 
the same in both high-calorie 
and low-calorie diets. 


Of course, the persons with 
high-calorie diets stand a bet- 
ter chance of getting enough 
minerals, vitamins and proteins 
than do persons on low-calorie 
diets. However, this advantage 
is offset by the excess pounds 
which result when calories are 
in excess of energy require- 
ments. 

A daily intake of eight-tenths 
grams of calcium is recom- 
mended by the National Re- 
search Council as necessary for 
good health. The study pointed 
out that less tM€n one-fifth of 
the Iowa and South Dakota 
women had taken that much 
calcium. 


Five per cent of the Iowa 
women and 13 per cent of the 
South Dakota women were on 
calcium poor fare—with less 
than one-fourth of the recom- 
mended amount. Thirty per 
cent of the women reported 
that they had consumed no milk 
on the day studied. 


VITAMIN C 


A serious deficiency in intake 
of vitamin C, important in 
maintaining healthy teeth and 
gums, also exists, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture pointed out. 
Sources of vitamin C are citrus 
fruits and juices, tomatoes and 
vegetables, especially raw. 

It is essential, the study em- 
phasizes, to plan daily meals 
that eliminate surplus calories 
but do not curtail essential nu- 
trients. According to this re- 
port, it is obvious that adults 
should be more aware of the 
need for milk, cheese and vita- 
min-rich fruits and vegetables 
in daily fare,

More than 10,000 mothers are 
expected to take part in the Ful- 
ton County march which is con- 
current with marches around the 
country. As the community 
grows, it is necessary to recruit 
more mothers for the drive. 

Last year the march in Fulton 
County raised $65,525. Although 
some men and many students 
assist in the door-to-door cam- 
paign, the group of solicitors for 
polio is made up primarily of 
mothers. Participants are asked 
to call on about 10 neighbors 
each.

The money 
collected is counted in each of 
the seven divisions of the county. 
And then police go out, pick up 
the money late that night, and 
deposit it in the vault of one 
of the banks. Next day more vol- 
unteer mothers count the stacks 
of money at the bank to report 
the official total raised. 

The Mothers’ March is organ- 
ized under the seven divisions 
into 26 areas of which high school 
mothers are chairmen. The areas 
are further divided into 105 ele- 
mentary school divisions with 
appropriate mothers as _ chair- 
men.
